Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

I am  submitting  the  annual  report  of  business  in  the  City  Clerk’s  Office, 
through  the  yeUr  ending  December  31,  1946  You  will  note  that  there  has  been 
a sharp  increase  in  revenue  received  for  fees,  sale  of  licenses  and  permits,  aEo  an 
increase  in  sale  of  sporting  licenses  of  various  types,  but  a decrease  in  the  number 
of  dog  licenses. 

The  increase  in  fees  and  licenses  is  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  many  who 
were  out  of  business  during  the  war  have  resumed  operations  that  call  for  some  sort 
of  licenses,  such  as  Sunday  licenses,  sign  licenses,  or  gasolirie  registrations.  A 
recheck  of  gasoline  registrations  over  the  past  10  years  has  added  some  to  this 
account. 

You  will  note  the  sharp  increase  in  recording  of  mortgages  in  personal 
property.  While  this  means  added  revenue  to  the  city,  it  means  added  work  to 
an  already  short-handed  department  that  was  further  handicapped  by  a primary 
and  two  elections  during  the  year.  Sooner  or  later,  added  help  will  have  to  be 
put  on  in  the  clerk’s  department.  How  soon  will  depend  largely  on  whether  or 
not  these  increases  continue  through  the  early  months  of  1947.  At  the  present 
time  the  clerk  has  but  one  full  time  worker  assisting  him.  Clerks  of  other  cities  , 
similar  in  size  but  not  doing  the  volume  of  business  handled  here,  have  from  two 
to  four  clerks,  more  room  and  decidedly  better  working  conditions.

I enclose  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Parks  and  Playground  Supervisor 
for  the  year  1946.  This  includes  Capron  Park,  the  Common,  Angell  Park, 
Blackington  Park  and  the  triangle  at  Hebronville,  which  are  all  in  our  charge 
but  on  account  of  limited  funds  and  labor  shortage  we  could  give  the  outside 
beauty  spots  only  limited  service. 

Our  budget  this  year  included  the  finish  of  the  Casino,  which  we  expect  to 
have  open  all  year  round  after  the  heating  units  have  been  installed. 

I trust  your  Honorable  Body  will  give  us  the  amount  asked  for  as  we  have 
gone  over  this  budget,  and  we  feel  that  the  amount  asked  for  is  the  amount 
needed  to  keep  our  parks  in  good  condition. 

During  this  last  year  we  received  from  Mr.  M.  J.  Baer,  formerly  of  this  city, 
the  sum  of  $10,000.  which  will  be  known  as  the  M.  J.  Baer  Fund,  ibhe  income  to 
be  used  preferably  for  the  playgrounds.  We  appreciate  this  gift  especially  as 
Mr.  Baer  has  not  been  a citizen  of  this  city  for  the  past  fifteen  years. 

Our  Park  Commission  thanks  Mr.  Robert  W.  Sharkey  and  the  entire 
Capron  Park  force  for  their  cooperation  given  us  during  the  year  1946.

We  would  like  to  submit  the  following  report  of  activities  at  Capron  Park 
during  the  summer  season  of  1946. 

The  Capron  Park  playground  opened  on  the  first  of  July  for  a period  of  nine 
weeks,  closing  August  30th.  During  that  time  the  activities  were  many  and 
varied.  In  addition  to  the  baseball  league  and  the  playground  baseball  team, 
there  were  horseshoes,  paddletennis,  soccer,  basketball,  touch  football,  tennis, 
and  swimming,  and  many  different  types  of  games  including  checkers,  chess, 
monopoly  and  others. 

The  new  basketball  and  backboard  purchased  this  summer  proved  to  l>e 
a very  successful  major  improvement. 

Owing  to  the  meat  shortage  only  two  weenie  roasts  were  held. 

The  annual  field  day  was  held  on  Thursday,  August  29th.  It  featured  an 
all-star  game  between  two  teams  picked  from  the  Junior  League  and  based  on 
their  performance  during  the  summer.  Field  events  and  swimming  events 
followed  later  in  the  day  with  ribbons  and  medals  awarded  as  prizes. 

The  attendance  in  the  swimming  pool  varied  with  the  weather.  The  aver- 
age daily  attendance  was  63;  the  total  for  the  summer  2835.  The  number  atten  ! - 
ing  the  swimming  lessons  was  very  good  with  many  being  successful. 
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At  the  end  of  the  summer  all  the  boys  from  the  Junior  League  were  taken 
to  a ball  game  in  Boston. 


We  would  recommend  that  the  floor  of  the  swimming  pool  be  repaired  if 
possible. 


We  would  like  to  express  our  appreciation  to  all  those  who  helped  make  the 
season  a successful  one.

Gentlemen: 

I herewith  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Capron  Park. 

Mr.  John  E.  Anderson  retired  as  superintendent  on  April  20th  after  more 
than  twenty  years  of  faithful  service.  As  a result  of  Mr.  Anderson’s  hard  work 
and  planning.  Capron  Park  is  a beauty  spot  that  Attleboro  may  well  be  proud  of. 
The  people  of  Attleboro  appreciate  his  untiring  efforts  and  regret  the  fact  that 
the  law'  forces  his  retirement  at  this  time. 

I wish  to  thank  Mr.  Anderson  for  his  interest  and  patience  preparing  me  to 
carry  on  in  his  place. 

The  current  shortages  and  increase  in  prices  has  interfered  with  many  of 
the  plans  for  the  Park  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  there  will  soon  be  a change  for 
the  better. 

The  Casino  was  painted  and  shingled  this  Spring.  Hot  and  cold  water  was 
also  installed  at  the  request  of  the  Health  Department.  The  grandstand  was 
painted  and  repaired.  Two  tennis  courts  were  kept  in  condition  for  play.  Two 
new  nets  were  ordereed  in  May  but  were  not  received  until  October.  These  are 
ready  for  use  next  year. 

The  zoo  building  had  the  trim,  window  frames  and  animal  cages  washed 
and  painted. 

Mr.  Carl  Johnson  who  takes  care  of  the  animals  carried  on  his  work  in  his 
usual  efficient  manner.  I know  that  his  thoroughness  is  appreciated  by  the 
thousands  that  visit  the  Park  during  the  year. 

The  outside  work,  which  includes  the  care  of  the  Common,  Angell  Park 
Johnsou-Morin  Square.  Fiske  Memorial  Square,  Memorial  Bridge.  Hebronville 
Triangle,  site  of  Attleboro’s  first  house,  and  a nursery  at  the  City  Infirmary  in 
addition  to  Capron  Park,  taxed  the  men  to  their  utmost.  At  the  peak  of  the 
season  we  had  eight  men  employed  in  this  w*ork  and  this  number  has  now  dwind- 
led to  three  men.  Mr.  Frank  Rego  who  has  had  seventeen  years  experience  in 
this  work  has  been  of  a great  deal  of  assistance  to  me. 

The  ball  field  has  been  its  busiest  in  years  with  the  Park  League,  Twilight 
League,  and  Boosters  League  using  it  in  addition  to  the  High  School  and  inde- 
pendent teams.  Sunday  baseball  was  tried  out  for  the  first  time  and  proved 
very  successful.  It  meant  considerable  added  work  for  the  men  but  since  the 
Park  is  meant  to  be  used  and  enjoyed  this  work  was  done  with  a sense  of  satis- 
faction. 
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The  playground  and  pool  were  busy  all  summer  under  careful  supervision. 
The  children  enjoyed  themselves  and  co-operated  to  keep  the  Park  clean  and 

safe. 


There  were  six  band  concerts  during  the  summer  and  they  were  enjoyed  by 
a great  number  of  people.  Mr.  Greene’s  Jewelry  City  Band  presented  excellent 
programs. 

Fourth  of  July  was  a busy  day  at  Capron  Park  and  estimates  by  the  Police 
Department  were  that  ten  thousand  people  were  at  the  Park  to  enjoy  the  day’s 
activities. 

I wish  to  thank  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  the  Municipal  Council,  and  the  Park 
Commissioners  for  their  co-operation.  I wish  also  to  thank  Chief  Marron  and 
the  men  of  his  department,  Chief  Clark  and  the  men  of  his  department,  Mr.

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Municipal  Council: 

The  report  of  the  Health  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1946 
is  herewith  respectfully  submitted. 

The  department  has  lost  two  of  its  personnel  by  resignation.  Mr.  Robert  C. 
Perriello,  who  served  eight  years  as  Authorized  Agent,  Bacteriologist  and  Milk 
Inspector,  left  on  September  1 to  join  the  teaching  staff  at  Massachusetts  State 
College.  At  the  close  of  the  school  year  in  June,  our  dental  hygienist,  Miss 
Frances  Macartney,  resigned  to  be  married,  but  she  obligingly  returned  to  us  in 
October  to  assist  Dr.  Turner  in  getting  the  dental  clinic  functioning  for  the 
current  school  year.  She  remained  until  the  Christmas  recess,  and  Mrs.  Turner 
has  now  kindly  taken  over  as  the  Doctor’s  assistant  pending  the  appointment  of 
a new  hygienist,  who  will  resume  the  dental  education  program  in  the  schools. 

The  general  health  of  the  community  continued  very  satisfactory  during  the 
past  year.  No  serious  epidemics  were  encountered,  though  the  closing  quarter 
saw  an  increase  in  the  incidences  of  the  common  childhood  diseases:  measles, 
chicken  pox  and  whooping  cough. 

No  cases  of  diphtheria  or  infantile  paralysis  were  reported  to  the  department 
during  the  year.  This  was  our  tenth  consecutive  year  without  a case  of  diph- 
theria and  the  department  continues  to  stress  the  importance  of  inoculation  as  a 
strong  factor  in  the  prevention  of  this  disease.  At  the  free  diphtheria  clinics 
conducted  by  the  department  in  the  Spring  and  Fall  of  the  year,  98  children  re- 
ceived inoculations  and  76  more  were  given  booster  dose  protection.  Many  more 
visited  their  private  physicians  for  these  important  toxoid  treatments,  but 
indications  are  that  some  parents  still  neglect  to  fulfill  their  responsibility  to 
their  children  in  failing  to  have  them  protected  against  this  dread  disease. 

The  most  prevalent  of  the  communicable  diseases  was  measles  (427  cases) , 
which  accounted  for  about  50%  of  the  total  of  859  such  cases  reported  for  last 
year.  Next  to  measles  came  chicken  pox  (179  cases),  whooping  congh  (137  cases), 
dog  bite  (64  cases  but  no  cases  of  rabies  resulting),  and  scarlet  fever  (27  cases). 

Fourteen  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  reported  last  year  equalled  the 
number  reported  in  1945.  Careful  supervision  and  follow-up  of  all  tuberculosis 
cases  in  the  city  are  maintained  by  the  health  nurse. 

Deaths  reported  from  all  causes,  excluding  stillbirths,  totalled  329.  Diseases 
of  the  heart,  of  wrhich  there  were  59  cases,  claimed  the  greatest  percentage,  with 
cerebral  hemorrhage  next,  of  which  there  were  38  deaths.  Cancer  was  third,  with 
27  deaths  reported  from  this  cause.  Only  six  persons  died  of  a reportable  disease, 
tuberculosis  claiming  5 and  encephalitis  1. 

With  high  public  interest  now  being  manifested  in  neighboring  communities 
and  nearby  Rhode  Island  cities  in  the  problem  of  sanitary  improvement  of  eating 
and  drinking  establishments,  this  department  hopes  in  1947  to  attract  an  in- 
creased local  public  concern  for  improvement  in  the  conditions  and  practices  in 
the  local  places  where  food  and  drink  are  served.  Too  much  credit  cannot  be 
given  to  Mr.  Perriello  for  his  foresight  and  splendid  efforts  in  directing  attention 
to  this  important  public  health  problem,  and  just  as  soon  as  a new  Inspector  is 
named  to  succeed  him  we  shall  concern  ourselves  with  carrying  forward  the  work 
begun  by  him.  A strict  adherence  to  the  U.  S.  Public  Health  Code  Regulating 
Eating  and  Drinking  Establishments,  as  adopted  in  this  city  in  1944,  will  ba 
expected  of  all  proprietors  and  employees  of  such  places. 

The  adoption  of  city-wide  garbage  collection  and  municipal  rubbish  collec- 
tion, long  advocated  by  this  department,  have  met  with  widespread  public 
approval,  but  other  projects  for  the  improvement  and  extension  of  essential 
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environmental  sanitation  must  be  undertaken  in  the  future  to  enhance  further  the 
city’s  reputation  as  a clean  and  healthy  place  in  which  to  live.  These  include:  (1) 
Establishment  of  a comfort  station  near  the  business  center:  (2)  Mosquito 
control;  (3)  Permanent  rodent  control:  (4)  Reclaiming  of  rat  and  mosquito- 
infested  swampy  land — flood  and  sanitary  walling  of  the  rivers  in  Attleboro; 
(5)  Extension  of  sanitary  sewage  system  to  all  sections  of  the  city.

We  recommend  that  the  brick  walls  of  the  South  Attleboro  station 
be  pointed  up.  They  are  in  very  poor  condition  and  the  longer  they 
go  the  more  it  will  cost.  $]  ,000 . 00 

We  recommend  the  purchase  of  one  thousand  feet  of  two  and  one- 
half  inch  hose.  Price  subject  to  change. 

We  recommend  the  purchase  of  six  Scott  Air-Pak  masks  and  two 
extra  cylinders. 

We  recommend  the  purchase  of  four  C-02  fifteen  pound  ex- 
tinguishers. 

We  recommend  the  purchase  of  two  radio  sets.  One  to  be  in- 
stalled at  headquarters  for  two  way  communication  with  the  desk  man, 
as  the  present  system  is  unsatisfactory.  One  to  be  installed  on  engine 
3,  saving  many  unnecessary  miles. 

The  upstairs  floors  of  the  South  Attleboro  station  are  in  such  poor 
condition  that  we  recommend  they  be  convered  with  asphalt  tile  or 
linoleum. 

We  recommend  that  in  the  near  future  a cement  floor  replace  the 
wood  apparatus  floor  in  the  South  Attleboro  station  as  the  present 
floor  is  worn  and  a fire  hazard. 

* * * 

We  wish  to  bring  to  your  attention  the  request  of  our  Superintendent  of 
Fire  Alarm  for  six  boxes  a year,  over  a period  of  five  years,  to  replace  obsolete 
boxes.  We  feel  that  this  recommendation  should  be  brought  to  your  attention 
and  that  further  addition  of  boxes  to  the  alarm  system  be  withheld  until  the 
obsolete  boxes  are  replaced.  Many  of  these  boxes  have  been  in  service  since 
1886.

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We  firmly  believe  that  the  City  should  buy  the  Scott  Air-pak  mask  which 
we  have  recommended.  This  mask  furnishes  fresh  cool  air  from  a tan  ■:  and  is 
safe  against  all  fumes  and  is  practical  under  water.  This  mask  proved  to  be  the 
best  mask  used  during  the  war  and  is  now  used  in  many  departments. 

On  September  22,  1946,  we  had  a fire  where  a tank  of  Chlorine  gas  exploded. 
This  incident  could  have  been  much  more  serious,  although  1 6 firemen  and 
policemen  had  to  have  hospital  care.  Many  kinds  of  acids  and  caustics  are 
used  in  our  City  and  we  are  liable  to  run  into  a bad  situation  any  time.  Our 
present  masks  are  good  for  certain  gases  only  and  none  of  them  are  safe  to  use 
where  there  is  a low  content  of  oxygen  which  is  the  usual  case  in  bad  cellar  fires. 
Our  men  should  have  the  best  and  safest  mask  available  for  the  citizens  as  well 
as  themselves  and  the  best  is  none  too  good  when  a life  is  in  danger. 

The  following  suggestion  is  worthy  of  your  consideration  and  future  action. 

That  the  Union  Street  .station  be  turned  over  to  the  Water  Department 
division  of  the  Public  Works.  That  the  South  Main  Street  station  be  sold  for 
business  purposes.  That  the  property  bounded  by  Pleasant,  Emory,  Holman 
and  Morey  be  acquired.  The  last  three  named  streets  be  widened  and  a Central 
Fire  Station  and  Fire  Alarm  Building  be  constructed  to  house  all  the  Central 
Fire  apparatus.  This  suggestion  would  add  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Department 
and  reduce  overhead  expenses,  also  be  an  asset  to  our  center  both  in  appearance 
and  traffic  congestion.

Report  of  Plane  Crash  Group 

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Municipal  Council: 

The  quasi-public  activities  of  the  Plane  Crash  Group,  now  housed  in  a 
building  it  constructed  on  a municipal  lot  and  which  it  turned  over  to  the  city, 
suggest  that  it  submit  an  annual  report  to  the  city  it  serves. 

The  well  equipped  ambulance  which  the  Group  operates  is  for  general 
emergency  use.  Thus,  it  helped  in  the  removal  of  16  persons  overcome  at  a 
local  fire;  it  aided  at  the  plane  wreck  at  Hayward  Field  where  the  pilot  hit  a 
section  of  the  grandstand  and  crashed;  it  was  present  at  various  football  and 
baseball  games  and  in  one  case  there  rendered  prompt  aid;  it  took  the  place  of 
the  city  ambulance  when  the  latter  broke  down  at  a time  a patient  m fSout.i 
Attleboro  was  waiting  for  hospital  removal;  it  assisted  at  the  Welcome  Home 
Parade. 

Tfie  speed  of  the  responses  which  have  been  made  and  the  fact  that  the 
Group  has  been  trained  in  its  work  makes  the  ambulance  available  in  any  emer- 
gency. 

Previously  housed  at  the  police  station  through  the  co-operation  of  Chief 
Marron,  the  outfit  by  means  of  a public  subscription  built  a garage  on  the  city 
property.  On  December  2nd  it  turned  it  over  to  the  city  for  the  exclusive  use 
of  the  ambulance. 

While  Chief  Clark  assigned  Box  13  on  the  fire  alarm  as  the  signal  for  the 
Group  to  assemble,  the  latest  fire  alarm  list  does  not  include  it  and  we  respectfully 
ask  that  it  be  placed  on  the  list  and  given  the  proper  publicity. 

For  the  past  two  years  the  civilian  defense  funds  took  care  of  the  license 
plate's,  insurance  and  supplies  for  the  ambulance  but  these  funds  are  now  ex- 
hausted and  so  I ask  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Council  for  $100.00  appro- 
priation to  care  for  these  items.

Gentlemen, 

Enclosed  herewith  is  a very  comprehensive  report  of  the  Library  work,  with 
graphic  charts  describing  the  physical  and  financial  operation. 

Your  trustees  have  been  very  seriously  presented  with  the  salary  problem, 
affecting  directly  the  operation  of  the'  ibrary.  The  standards  required  for  our 
needs  have  very  materia’ ly  increased,  which  have  made  it  next  to  impossible  to 
get  trained  workers  on  the  funds  with  which  we  have  to  operate.  Only  thru 
the  resourcefullness  of  our  Librarian,  Mrs.  Cavander,  has  it  been  possible  to 
keep  on  a somewhat  even  keel. 

Despite  all  the  difficulties,  reading  periods  and  story  telling  have  been 
maintained.  Research  and  consultations  have  been  continued,  but  not  to  the 
degree  which  has  been  demanded  by  the  public.  All  these  services  take  a great 
deal  of  time  and  effort  and  are  direct  functions  of  your  library. 

You  will  note  that  the  childrens’  work  has  practically  doubled;  borrowers 
have  increased  and  the  desire  for  vocational  and  scientific  reading  have  made 
like  progress.  This  is  all  to  the  good  for  the  community  and  we  not  only  wish  to 
maintain  this  level  but  to  increase  it  for  the  sake  of  the  material  and  educational 
progress  of  the  community. 

The  city  has  been  extremely  fortunate  in  having  such  a fine  and  loy  ■ 1 library 
staff  and  your  trustees  wish  to  express  their  sincere  appreciation  to  Mrs.  Cavander. 
the  librarian  and  her  staff  for  the  very  efficient  and  gracious  cooperation  which 
they  have  given  to  us.

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The  year  1946  in  libraries  as  in  business,  has  been  marked  by  serious  short- 
ages in  personnel,  in  materials,  and  by  the  grave  difficulty  of  adjusting  budgets 
to  meet  rising  costs. 

The  schedules  of  work  at  the  main  library  and  at  the  branches  have  been 
subject  to  constant  change  caused  chiefly  by  an  unusual  amount  of  illness  during 
the  year.  There  have  also  been  three  resignations. 

Due  to  the  prevailing  rates  of  pay  it  was  not  possible  to  fill  vacancies,  except 
the  position  of  Senior  Assistant,  with  qualified  workers;  persons  graduating  from 
library  schools  were  receiving  beginning  salaries  far  in  excess  of  our  maximum 
rates  for  the  open  positions.  Consequently  it  was  necessary  to  cover  hours  with 
part  time  workers,  a situation  which  permits  of  but  little  continuity  or  planning 
of  work  and  which  is  expensive  in  terms  of  training  time  as  well  as  financially.  We 
had,  however,  the  very  good  fortune  of  being  able  to  secure  exceptional  people 
who  made  real  contributions  to  the  work  of  the  library  by  bringing  new  contacts 
and  trained  and  alert  minds.  Some  of  these  will  continue  to  work  on  special 
assignments. 

During  the  summer  months  particularly,  these  part  time  employees  were 
largety  responsible  for  selecting  and  preparing  material  for  picture  collections 
used  in  correlation  with  school  work,  for  revision  of  special  classes  of  books,  for 
the  inventory  of  the  collections  at  the  branches,  and  for  the  repair  of  several 
hundreds  of  books  which  shortage  of  help  had  held  up  for  the  past  two  years. 
The  files  of  periodicals  were  also  revised  according  to  a basic  plan. 

A survey  of  the  work  of  the  past  years  show  a changing  emphasis  from  mere 
circulation  of  books  to  their  more  considered  use.  This  is  evident  in  all  phases 
of  the  library’s  services. 

Reports  presented  by  the  assistants  in  charge  of  branches  show  a definite 
trend  toward  greater  use  of  the  branches  as  sources  of  information.  Whereas 
formerly  branches  served  mainly  as  deposit  stations  for  the  circulation  of  recrea- 
tional and  escape  reading,  an  increasing  use  has  been  developing  of  books  which 
correlate  the  school  programs.  The  branch  librarians  have  been  alert  to  build 
up  well-rounded  collections  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  locality  (with  the  exception 
of  desperately  needed  new  fiction)  and  closer  cooperation  is  being  effected  with 
the  various  schools  in,  or  near  which,  the  branches  are  located. 

At  Washington  branch  a special  summer  reading  club  was  again  held  with 
the  dual  purpose  of  providing  something  to  do  for  youngsters  during  the  long 
vacation,  and  of  introducing  boys  and  girls  and  books  more  personally  than  can 
be  done  during  the  rush  of  school  sessions. 

Lincoln  branch  continues  its  story-book  hour  to  fit  into  the  school  program. 

Hebronville  has  regular  class  visits  from  grades  2-6,  while  Tiffany  gives 
service  not  only  to  the  school  clientel  but  also  to  the  community  recreational 
room  conducted  by  the  Sisters  of  the  Holy  Ghost  Cenacle. 

That  children  really  like  to  read  is  attested  by  the  increasing  number  who 
flock  to  the  main  library  as  well  as  to  the  branches.  Their  chosen  titles  cover  a 
wide  range:  fairy  tales,  animal  stories,  how-to-do,  and  how-it-works  books, 
stories  of  far  away  lands  and  peoples,  sports,  music,  and  the  perennial  favorities 
about  Indians,  Pilgrims,  and  earty  days  in  the  colonies. 

In  the  past  years  one  person  could  handle  the  work  of  the  children’s  room 
with  some  special  help  3 or  4 times  a week.  Now  one  person  is  needed  to  care 
for  reference  questions  and  parents  and  teachers  requests  alone,  while  on  certain 
days  four  people  are  none  too  many  to  handle  the  circulation  and  shelving. 
Mornings  must  be  devoted  to  book  selection,  cataloging  and  kindred  tasks. 
Formerly  the  children’s  librarian  has  been  available  as  morning  desk  alternate 
in  the  adult  department. 

Statistics  are  presented  elsewhere  but  it  is  worthy  of  note  that  in  1927, 
children's  books  accounted  for  26.4%  of  the  total  circulation,  while  in  1946,  they 
represented  52.6 % of  the  total  number  of  books  loaned. 

In  the  use  of  the  library  by  adults  the  past  two  decades  have  shown  a decided 
mge.  1 sventy  years  ago  .-my  library  was  please.  1 if  the  circulation  of  non 
fiction  was  1-4  of  the  total  number  of  books  loaned.  In  1946,  non-fiction  ac- 
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counted  for  40%  of  the  adult  circulation  of  the  Attleboro  Public  Library.  In 
1927  it  was  18.9%. 

Beneath  the  percentage  lie  other  factors.  One  assistant  can  readily  charge 
one  book  a minute,  or  even  100  in  an  hour,  perhaps,  if  there  are  no  interruptions. 
But  time  and  quantity  rates  collapse  when  reference  and  consultation  work  are 
considered. 

Requests,  sometimes  simultaneous,  are  not  at  all  unusual  for  such  varied 
material  as  research  on  the  psychological  aspects  of  Sin,  18th  century  novelists, 
their  style  and  plots,  pictures  of  different  types  of  cotton  gins,  textile  statistics 
on  workers  in  women’s  and  children’s  knit  underwear,  occupational  requirements 
and  opportunities  in  the  wood-working  trades,  pictures  of  the  current  costumes 
worn  by  speed  skaters  (figure  skaters  won’t  do).  Such  questions  and  hundreds 
more  or  less  complicated  demand  a thorough  knowledge  of  the  library  collections — 
books,  pamphlets,  pictures  and  statistical  documents.  They  require  time,  and 
yet  the  only  demonstrable  record  may  be  a total  of  3 pictures  and  2 books  cir- 
culated; all  the  other  material  was  used  at  the  library. 

Therefore  the  increasing  use  of  the  library’s  resources  during  the  past  years 
brings  not  only  satisfaction  but  problems;  there  are  problems  of  books,  their 
increased  cost,  their  lack  of  durability  requiring  rebinding  soon  after  purchase, 
likewise  at  an  enormous  increase  in  cost.  And  the  problems  of  shelving — both 
special  and  in  terms  of  some  one  to  do  it. 

But  the  foremost  problem  is  one  of  personnel.  Intelligent  service  pre- 
supposes a well  read,  well  trained  and  resourceful  staff.  This  means  not  only 
at  the  central  library  but  also  at  the  branches  and  for  the  hospital  service.  And 
no  person  can  be  in  two  places  at  once. 

The  revised  schedule  of  qualifications  and  duties,  recently  adopted,  will 
serve  as  a basis  for  staff  selection  and  promotion.  But  selection  is  impossible 
with  out  a salary  budget  which  can  offer  a fair  measure  of  compensation  which 
will  make  hireing  possible.  Obviously  the  people  of  Attleboro  want  good  service 
from  their  public  library. 

That  costs  money;  not  as  a luxury,  but  as  just  plain  bread  and — margarine. 

A beginning  has  been  made.  Just  getting  by  in  wages  or  services  is  not 
enough.

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Honorable  Municipal  Council : 

Centlemen: 

During  the  year  1946  the  Planning  Board  held  thirty-one  meetings,  twenty- 
seven  hearings  and  many  conferences  which  were  attended  by  a part  or  full 
membership  of  the  Board. 

The  twenty-seven  hearings  were  divided  as  follows: 

22 — Hearings  on  the  change  in  “Use”  of  lots,  of  which  14  of  the  petitions 
were  approved  and  8 were  disapproved  and  so  recommended  to  the 
Municipal  Council. 

2 —  Hearings  on  amending  the  Zoning  laws 

(1)  Affecting  yard  regulations  in  all  districts,  and 

(2)  The  providing  for  an  “Airport  Landing  Field  or  Air  Navigational 
Facilities”; 

3 —  Hearings  on  new  plats  of  which  two  were  approved  and  accepted  One 
pending  until  proof  of  ownership  is  established.

A total  of  139  Lots  changed  in  “Use”  from  Residential  to  Business  and 
Industria  use. 

The  increasing  work  of  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Zoning  Board  of  Apeal 
made  necessary  the  employment  of  a full  time  clerk  and  a part  time  office  con- 
sultant beginning  July  1st.  Space  for  the  office  was  found  in  the  Council  Chamber. 
This  relieved  considerable  pressure  from  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  1 Pub- 
lic Works  and  makes  available  to  the  public  at  all  times  any  information  that 
may  be  desired.  . 

During  the  year  the  Board  received  with  regret  the  resignation  of  Mr.  C.  W. 
Cederberg.  Durng  the  eight  years  of  his  service  “Wally”  was  a tower  of  strength 
to  the  Board  on  his  ab'lity  to  separate  the  chaff  from  the  wheat  and  arrive  at 
clear  cut  decisions 

Mr.  W.  N Stevenson  was  appointed  to  the  Board  this  year  and  rendered 
faithful  service.  We  regret  that  he  found  it  impossib’e  to  continue  on  the  Board 
owing  to  his  change  of  residence. 

The  Board  is  making  a constant  study  of  the  fitness  of  our  Zoning  laws  to 
meet  the  conditions  peculiar  to  our  city,  and  where  found  advisable,  amending 
them  in  such  a manner  as  to  promote  the  healthy  growth  of  the  whole  com- 
munity. The  Board  welcomes  suggestions  for  the  future  development  of  our  city 
and  will  given  them  a thorough  study. 

The  Board  recommends  the  following  projects  for  the  coming  year: 

1 A study  of  the  possibilities  of  two  strategic  areas  in  the  center  of  the 
city — 

A.  The  Sanford  Street  School  Lot. 

B.  The  area  bounded  by  Pleasant,  Park,  Morey  and  Falmouth  Streets. 

2 . The  locating  and  use  of  more  off  street  parking  lots. 

3 . The  establishment  of  a Comfort  Station. 

4.  Continuance  of  the  six-year  plan  of  capital  expenditures. 

5.  Yeary  census  of  housing  conditions  showing  type  of  house;  number  of 
families  it  was  intended  to  shelter  and  number  of  f am  dies  living  in  it; 
vacancies  and  condition  of  house. 

6 . Off  street  parking  after  midnight  all  year  round  in  the  First  Fire  District 

7 . Continuance  of  Brook  Street  to  Maynard  Street. 

8.  Continuance  of  Maynard  Street  to  Pleasant  Street. 

9.  Planting  of  shade  trees  along  streets  to  replace  those  taken  by  the 
hurricane  or  cut  down  for  street  widening.  This  can  be  done  easily 
by  private  citizens  planting  in  their  own  yards.  Pin  oaks  are  suggested  . 

The  following  recommendations,  other  than  Zoning,  made  by  the  Board  to 
the  Municipal  Council  during  the  year  have  been  approved  by  that  Body: 

1 . Park  Street  widened  to  50  feet  from  P'easant  to  Morey  Streets. 

2.  Approval  of  Emergency  Housing  legislation  contained  in  Section  2, 
Chapter  592  of  the  General  Laws 

Other  recommendations,  other  than  Zoning,  pending  in  the  Council  are: 

1 . Prohibition  of  all  night  parking  in  the  First  Fire  District. 

2 Retaining  of  Sanford  Street  school  lots  for  development  of  Civic  Center 
or  parking. 

3 Parking  on  one  side  only  on  Mechanic  Street,  between  Hodges  and  North 
Main  Streets;  and  on  Dunham  Street  between  Park  Avenue  and  Brook 
Streets. 
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In  the  development  of  the  future  of  Attleboro  we  might  well  consider  this 
quotation  from  Russell  Van  Nest  Black  in  his  “PLANNING  FOR  THE  SMALL 
AMERICAN  CITY’ — 

‘‘If  the  small  city  of  the  future  attracts  its  share  of  good  new  growth, 
it  will  be  because  of  its  advantages  as  a small  city  and  not  because  it  offers 
a reminder  of  the  metropolis.  In  the  inevitable  competition  of  the 
future,  many  cities  will  stand  out  among  their  fellows  by  virtue  of  their 
peculiar  attraction — sometimes  derived  from  natural  situation  and 
opportunities,  but  more  often  from  the  recognition,  maintenance  and 
development  of  a real  individuality.” 

In  conclusion  we  wish  to  thank  the  Mayor,  the  City  Council,  other  depart- 
ments of  the  City  Government,  and  the  press  for  the  cordial  cooperation  they 
have  given  this  Board  in  its  endeavor  to  promote  the  health  safety,  convenience 
and  general  welfare  of  al  the  inhabitants  of  the  City  of  Attleboro.

The  Recreation  Board  through  its  Chairman  Thomas  H.  Moore  herewith 
submits  its  report  for  1946. 

HAYWARD  FIELD 

Considerable  time  was  spent  on  this  field  during  the  spring  season.  The 
entire  field  was  reseeded  and  rolled.  .Although  most  of  the  baseball  games  were 
held  at  Capron  Park  diamond  the  Police  and  Firemen  held  their  annual  games  on 
this  field  also  the  Attleboro  and  North  Attleboro  series. 

The  bleachers  were  completed  for  the  new  football  field.  The  first  base 
bleachers  were  moved  to  the  right  side  of  the  field  and  used  for  the  visiting  teams. 
The  photo  and  broadcasting  booth  was  repaired  and  repainted. 

The  new  field  was  a very  busy  piace  during  the  football  season  being  used  by 
the  High  School,  Junior  Varsity.  Freshmen.  Grammar  school,  and  Jewelry  City 
Redheads.  At  the  height  of  the  football  season  six  games  were  played  on  this 
field  within  eight  days.  This  heavj^  schedule  will  necessitate  more  fill  and  re- 
seeding for  1917. 

The  concession  stand  was  moved  to  the  further  end  of  Hayward  Field  in 
order  to  eliminate  short  cuts  across  the  diamond. 

HORTON  FIELD 

The  diamond  was  rebuilt  to  accommodate  the  players  of  both  softball  and 
baseball.  It  was  used  all  during  the  season  by  the  Industrial  Softball  League. 
Grammar  school  and  A'.  M.  C.  A.  The  High  School  girls  also  used  this  field. 
Tennis  courts  were  repaired  and  set  up  for  an  early  opening. 

The  large  sign  was  repaired  and  repainted. 

New  playground  equipment  was  installed. 

DODGEVILLE  PLAYGROUND 

The  equipment  used  at  this  playground  was  painted  and  set  up. 

FIN  BERG  FIELD 

This  field  proved  to  be  the  most  popular  one  of  the  entire  group  as  to  the 
playing  of  baseball  and  softball.  The  diamond  was  rebuilt  to  umnodate 
both  kinds  of  ball.  The  Jewelry  City  Redheads  used  this  field  for  its  practice 

sessions. 

Small  trees  were  planted  across  the  rear  of  the  field  the  length  of  the  city 
dump  al-o  along  the  city  owned  property  along  Bishop  Street. 

These  trees  will  eventually  shut  off  all  view  of  the  city  dump  now  closed  by 
the  cit}\ 

SOUTH  ATTLEBORO 

The  South  Attleboro  project  was  started,  first  by  draining  Lee’s  Pond. 
Contractors  have  started  laying  large  drain  pipes  through  the  pond. 

Some  playground  equipment  has  been  purchased  and  will  be  installed  as 
soon  as  possible. 

BRIGGS  PLAYGROUND 

This  playground  wa-  as  popular  as  in  former  years  and  many  boys  and  girls 
enjoyed  the  playthings  and  swimming  pools.  Both  pools  were  repainted  for  the 
season. 
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All  trees  and  shrubs  were  trimmed  and  the  walks  were  rebuilt  with  pea 
stone.  All  grass  plots  were  reseeded. 

The  Annual  field  day  was  held  on  the  Speedway  and  was  attended  by  more 
than  two  hundred  children  and  invited  guests.  This  event  consists  of  all  kinds 
of  races,  baby  carriage  parade  and  pie  eating  contests. 

The  closing  event  of  the  season,  the  Annual  Water  Carnival,  drew  many 
children  and  their  parents  from  all  parts  of  the  city.  Prizes  for  the  two  events 
were  donated  by  L.  G.  Balfour  Co.,  Robbins  Co.,  Union  and  Bates  Theatres. 
Councillor  H.  G.  Lavigueur  donated  refreshments  to  all  children  present.  John 
Mullaney  donated  fruit  which  was  greatly  appreciated  by  the  children. 

BLISS  SCHOOL 

Playground  equipment  was  installed  in  the  School  grounds  and  proved  to 
be  a real  treat  for  all  children  in  that  part  of  the  city. 

Recreation  supervisors  were:  John  Silvia,  Harry  Brown,  Marjorie  Link- 
letter.  Norman  Vincent,  Fred  Moehle. 

The  Briggs  Playground  Baseball  team  was  under  the  supervision  of  Norman 
Vincent. 

In  conclusion  the  Recreation  Board  wishes  to  express  its  sincere  thanks  to 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  for  their  cooperation  and  to  Superintendent  R.  W. 
Mawney  whose  cooperation  and  assistance  aided  us  to  complete  a successful  year.

Report  of  Sturdy  Hospital

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Municipal  Council 
and  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Attleborough  Hospital: 

This  report  of  the  34th  year  of  operation  of  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital,  with 
its  accompanying  financial  and  statistical  data,  indicates  an  all  time  high  in  our 
activities. 

Total  number  of  patients  admitted,  4432,  exceed  last  year’s  admissions  by 
over  a thousand  and  have  placed  a very  heavy  burden  on  our  facilities.  Only 
the  continued  acceptance  of  increased  responsibilities  by  our  group  of  doctors, 
nurses  and  service  staff — still  limited  in  numbers — has  permitted  our  mainten- 
ance of  practically  all  services  and  the  avoidance  of  the  closing  of  any  department 
as  has  been  necessary  in  a number  of  hospitals. 

We  renew  our  appeal  for  civilian  assistance  by  those  who  have  had  the 
Nurses  Aid  course  or  any  training  wnich  will  qualify  them  for  service  at  regular 
periods  each  week. 

Our  financial  operations  for  the  year,  computed  on  a cash  basis,  as  has  been 
our  custom,  indicate  an  excess  of  expenses  over  income  of  $39,503.38.  This 
deficit  was  reduced  to  $7,193.38  by  generous  donations  from  business  concerns 
and  the  transfer  of  reserves.  Our  capital  funds  have  received  a welcome  addition 
of  $58,926.55  in  the  past  year,  as  detailed  in  the  accompanying  financial  report. 

The  cost  of  construction  and  the  delay  in  completion  of  our  new  laundry 
building  have  been  unreasonably  excessive,  but  we  now  hope  to  be  able  to  occupy 
it  by  the  first  of  March;  the  equipment  was  long  since  purchased  and  was  ready 
to  be  installed  over  six  months  ago. 

Our  maternity  wing  has  been  over-taxed  many  times  during  the  past  year 
and  plans  have  been  drawn  for  a re-arrangement  of  our  present  facilities  so  as  to 
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give  us  more  bed  capacity;  the  only  deterrent  is  the  appaling  cost  of  the  proposed 
alterations  at  the  present  time. 

In  common  with  other  hospitals  we  have  been  compelled  to  advance  our 
rates,  but  they  are  still  below  the  average  rate  for  both  ward  and  private  accomo- 
dations in  neighboring  hospitals  and  particularly  in  hospitals  comparable  to  us 
in  size  throughout  the  state. 

Perhaps  this  is  an  appropriate  time  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  the  cost  of 
hospital  services  would  be  far  beyond  the  capacity  of  most  of  us  to  pay  were  it 
not  for  substantial  gifts  from  a generous  and  philanthropic  public.  However, 
even  with  the  income  from  an  endowment  considerably  larger  than  most  hospitals 
of  our  size  and  liberal  contributions  from  firms  and  individuals,  we  have  not  been 
able  to  meet  our  operating  costs.  Consequently,  we  continue  to  need  financial 
support  from  current  gifts  and  bequests  in  wills  which  have  been  so  helpful  to 
us  thus  far. 

We  renew  with  all  sincerity  our  appreciation  of  the  helpfulness  of  all  those 
individuals  and  organizations  who  have  contributed  their  efforts  and  their  means 
to  the  carrying  on  of  hospital  services  to  this  and  surrounding  communities. 

We  indicate  below  the  amounts  expended  from  the  1946  city  appropriation 
together  with  an  estimate  of  the  sums  required  for  1947.

Gentlemen: 

I herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Veterans  Service  C enter  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1946. 

During  the  year  of  1946  the  Veterans  Service  Center  rendered  1 1 ,776  different 
services  divided  as  the  loilowing:  Housing  29%,  Education  Information  22%, 
Earning  a Living  17%,  Personal  Affairs  17%,  and  Military  Benefits  15%. 

During  the  year  we  recorded  1,684  discharges  and  service  papers  and  made 
8,420  copies  of  discharges  and  service  papers,  of  these  470  were  for  out  of  city 
veterans  for  which  we  charge  a fee  of  fifty  cents,  making  a total  of  two  hundred 
thirty-five  dollars  ($235.00)  that  we  have  turned  into  the  city  treasury. 

The  vital  statistics  in  our  office  are  now  housed  in  fire  proof  cabinets  which 
gives  them  the  proper  protection.  It  is  very  probable  that  we  may  be  compelled 
to  add  to  these  fire  proof  cabinets  in  the  near  future  due  to  the  increasing  amount 
of  statistics.

The  many  new  statutes  relating  to  Municipal  Government  and  the  inter- 
pretations given  by  the  Supreme  Court  to  the  Zoning  Laws  have  added  materially 
to  the  work  of  this  office. 

During  the  year  1946,  your  City  Solicitor  sat  in  with  the  Board  of  Appeals, 
in  executive  session  and  also  sat  in  with  the  P' aiming  Board,  on  invitation,  at 
many  of  its  meetings. 

Two  complete  new  ordinances  were  written  and  many  amendments,  both  to 
the  ordinances  and  Zoning  Laws  of  the  City,  were  written.  Numerous  opinions, 
both  oral  and  written,  were  given  to  the  Mayor,  members  of  the  Council,  and 
heads  of  the  departments. 

Your  City  Solicitor  has  joined  the  Massachusetts  City  Solicitors  and  Town 
Counsel  Association.  This  organization  is  a clearing  house  for  exchange  of 
opinions  and  the  various  cities  ahd  towns  profit  immensely  thereby. 

During  the  year,  there  were  several  highway  takings,  easements,  convey- 
ances, and  titles  examined,  which  were  cleared  through  this  office. 

There  are  at  present  four  suits  pending  against  the  City,  three  in  Equity 
arising  out  of  the  decisions  of  the  Board  of  Appeals,  and  one  Petition  in  the  Land 
Court.  There  is  also  one  case  pending  in  the  Probate  Court  in  which  the  Sturdy 
Memorial  Hospital  is  a party  in  interest.  An  action  in  tort  in  which  the  City  is 
indirectly  an  interested  party  is  also  pending.

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  Municipal  Council: 

Gentlemen; 

I hereby  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Police  Department  of  the  City  of 
Attleboro  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1946. 

As  a city  with  a daytime  population  which  ranges  from  3000  to  5000  persons 
above  its  normal  total  of  residents.,  Attleboro  has  been  fortunately  free  from 
serious  outbreaks  of  crime  during  1946.  The  great  increase  in  the  total  of  workers 
employed  in  local  manufacturing  and  mercantile  establishments  has  made  an 
added  problem  for  the  Police  Department.  Traffic  through  our  streets  has  in- 
creased greatly,  and  there  is  the  ever-present  parking  problem 

It  is  a tribute  to  the  population,  the  daily  visitors  who  come  here  to  work, 
that  we  have  had  but  little  in  the  way  of  serious  crime.  Yet  there  must  be  con- 
stant vigilance  by  the  police  force,  because  it  seems  a large  majority  of  the  com- 
plaints that  come  to  the  Department  are  due  in  manjr  instances  to  actions  by 
persons  who  come  from  outside  the  City.  The  fact  that  two  major  State  high- 
ways lead  to  and  from  the  neighboring  State  naturally  cause  some  visitations 
from  persons  who  are  intent  on  crime,  or  who  in  passing  believe  they  see  an  oppor- 
tunity to  commit  crime  and  escape  detention. 

An  instance  of  this  was  the  attempt  of  two  armed  holdup  men  to  rob  the 
operator  of  a Washington  Street  gasoline  station  early  in  December.  We  have 
found  in  numerous  cases  that  breaks  into  business  and  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  Attleboro  have  been  due  to  persons  who  came  across  the  State  Line. 
With  excellent  cooperation  by  Rhode  Island  Police  authorities,  with  the  vigilance 
and  persistance  of  our  own  Department  members,  a number  of  these  breaks  have 
been  solved. 

The  absence  from  public  streets  during  the  winter  months  of  motor  vehicles 
which  are  parked  at  night  has  been  a considerable  aid  to  the  Department.  It  is 
not  only  the  fact  that  off-street  parking  lessens  accident  likelihood,  but  it  is  also 
an  aid  to  the  Fire  and  Public  Works  Departments.  Furthermore,  when  a patrol- 
man on  a beat  or  in  a cruiser  finds  a car  parked  in  violation  of  the  ordinance, 
they  are  sure  to  check.  Any  strangers  who  might  come  into  the  area  with  crimi- 
nal intentions  and  leave  an  auto  parked  on  the  street  would  be  noted  quickly; 
thus  it  is  a big  aid  in  the  prevention  of  possible  looting  in  commercial  areas. 

Accidents  and  Motor  Vehicle  Traffic 

Three  deaths,  due  to  injuries  caused  by  contact  with  or  while  riding  in  motor 
vehicles,  were  recorded  here  during  the  year.  Two  of  these  cases  were  in  the 
South  end.  One  involved  a collision  of  vehicles  on  an  icy  highway.  The  second 
was  that  of  a pedestrian  struck  by  an  auto  on  the  main  state  highway.  In  this 
instance  a condition  of  poor  lighting  of  the  highway  may  have  been  a contribu- 
ting cause.  The  only  fatality  in  the  center  involved  an  auto  striking  a pedes- 
trian on  the  way  to  work  in  the  morning. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  accidents  recorded  and  in  the  num- 
ber of  persons  injured.  In  a considerable  measure  the  accident  increase  can  be 
ascribed  to  increase  use  of  local  highways  by  persons  from  other  communities, 
coming  here  to  work,  especially  in  early  morning  when  drivers  are  apt  to  hurry 
because  of  an  endeavor  to  get  to  work  on  time  after  a late  start.  Patrolmen 
have  repeatedly  checked  on  this  type  of  driver  and  it  has  been  necessary  to  prose- 
cute a considerable  number  of  cases  in  an  endeavor  to  cut  down  the  accident  and 
injuries  rate. 
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Protection  During  the  Night 

An  indication  of  the  work  of  the  men  on  night  duty  can  be  seen  from  the 
fact  that  during  the  year,  men  on  the  desk  at  headquarters  answered  a total  of 
more  than  40,000  calls  from  watchmen  and  guards  in  some  of  our  biggest  manu- 
facturing plants  where  constant  vigilance  has  been  necessary  because  of  wide- 
spread burglaries  in  which  precious  metals  were  the  object  of  the  thieves,  in 
other  communities.  There  were  over  80,000  calls  from  patrolmen  to  headquar- 
ters, and  the  two-way  radio  was  used  in  20,000  communications  between  station 
and  patrolling  cruisers. 

During  the  year  a total  of  33  cases  of  breaking,  entering  and  larceny  were 
reported.  There  were  119  larceny  complaints,  and  15  for  larceny  of  motor  ve- 
hicles. The  value  of  property  stolen  was  $12,157.78  and  lost  articles  reported 
were  valued  at  $3,950.80.  A total  of  $12,957.25,  most  of  this  stolen  and  lost 
property  was  recovered,  leaving  a balance  of  $3,033.33  unaccounted  for.  The 
property  recovered  for  other  police  departments  totalled  $3,750.00. 

Listed  on  another  page  are  869  complaints  which  were  prosecuted  before 
the  Fourth  District  Court  and  many  minor  complaints  which  were  settled  w’th- 
out  Court  action. 

The  Department  is  manned  by  Chief,  Lieutenant,  Inspector,  3 Sergeants, 
and  21  Patrol  men,  and  1 reserve  officer  working  full  time.  This  reserve  officer 
is  required  to  do  the  same  work  as  regular  officers  without  the  priv  lege  of  having 
a day  off  or  a vacation.  I believe  this  job  should  be  made  regular,  giving  the 
Department  22  regular  patrolmen,  with  3 men  off  every  day  and  5 on  Sundays, 
leaving  19  men  to  be  divided  into  3 shifts  which  is  two  6-men  shifts  and  one  7- 
men  shift. 

We  have  3 motorcycles  which  are  all  in  good  condition  and  should  give  good 
service  another  year;  3 Ford  Coaches  (1946)  that  have  been  in  operation  since 
last  January — one  has  over  65,000  miles  on  it  now,  another  has  over  50,000  and 
the  third  has  38,000;  these  cars  should  be  traded  for  new  ones.  We  also  have  1 
Ford  Sedan  (1946)  which  has  been  in  operation  since  December,  1946,  and  is  in 
good  condition,  and  1 Ford  Patrolwagon  (1934). 

Since  most  serious  crimes  may  be  attempted  during  the  night  hours,  I be- 
lieve it  would  be  a great  improvement  if  the  City  had  a third  cruiser  in  operation 
during  night  hours.  One  is  needed  constantly  in  the  South  end.  The  second 
now  has  to  cover  all  the  rest  of  the  City.  I believe  a third  cruiser  to  divide  the 
work  in  the  center  and  the  outskirts  would  be  of  great  value.  Five  additional 
patrolmen  would  enable  the  Department  to  give  much  greater  coverage  on  the 
night  side. 

Recommendations 

We  recommend  that  the  City  increase  the  personnel  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment by  six  patrolmen;  that  a third  cruiser  be  added  for  night  patrol;  that  au- 
thorization be  granted  for  full-time  employment  of  a person  qualified  as  a clerk 
for  filing,  typing,  and  bookkeeping;  and  that  authorization  be  granted  for  the 
full-time  employment  of  a combination  janitor  and  maintenance  man  to  grease, 
wash,  and  do  minor  repairs  on  cruisers. 

During  the  year,  the  Police  Department  has  joined  with,  and  has  been  aided 
in  investigation  work,  particularly  relating  to  juveniles  and  family  welfare  cases, 
by  the  officials  of  the  Probation  Department  of  the  District  Court  and  the 
M.  S.  P.  C.  C.  and  Municipal  Welfare  Department.  State  police  and  officers  of 
departments  in  neighboring  communities,  both  in  Massachusetts  and  Rhode 
Island,  have  also  given  us  wholehearted  cooperation  at  all  times. 

I wish  at  this  time  to  express  the  deepest  appreciation  of  myself  and  members 
of  the  Department  as  a whole,  to  Mayor  Francis  J.  O’Neil  and  members  of  the 
Municipal  Council  for  the  interest  and  consideration  they  have  shown  in  and  for 
the  Department.  Also,  we  of  the  Department  are  indebted  deeply  to  Honorable 
Ralph  ( '.  Estes,  presiding  Justice  of  the  Fourth  District  Court,  his  associates  of 
to  Edwin  I . Thayer,  Court  Clerk  and  his  staff,  for  their  kindly 
interest  and  assistance  in  the  problems  presented.  Also  to  Mr.  Newell  B.  Vickery 
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and  Miss  Olive  A.  Nerney  of  the  Probation  Department,  Miss  Olive  A.  MacKin- 
non of  the  S.  P.  C.  C.,  Miss  Allison  Vickery  and  Mr.  Fred  Franz  of  the  Public 
Welfare  Department,  Inspector  Edmund  H.  Gingras  of  the  State  Motor  Vehicle 
Department,  we  are  deeply  grateful,  as  well  as  to  the  many  citizens  who  have 
shown  excellent  cooperation,  and  also  to  the  Special  Police  who  have  so  willingly 
taken  over  the  Department  on  so  many  occasions  while  the  regular  officers  were 
enjoying  themselves  at  the  Policemen’s  Ball  and  other  social  functions  during 
the  year.

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Municipal  Council: 

The  following  report  covers  the  period  from  September  1 to  December  31, 
i946. 

The  usual  activity  of  the  forestry  department  for  this  period  of  the  year  is 
largely  roadside  trimming.  In  addition  to  the  creosoting  of  gypsy  moth  nests, 
all  dangerous  limbs  along  important  highways  have  been  removed,  thus  elimi- 
nating any  possibility  of  the  city’s  liability  through  damage  to  persons  or 
vehicles. 

Attleboro  must  engage  in  a serious  effort  during  1947  to  combat  the  Dutch 
elm  disease.  Although  this  menace  is  not  yet  found  in  our  city,  every  precaution 
must  be  taken  to  prevent  its  entry.  Careful  inspection,  the  removal  of  dead 
branches,  and  cavity  work,  will  be  followed  by  two  sprayings.  We  will  keep  in 
contact  with  the  neighboring  communities  and  in  close  cooperation  with  county, 
state,  and  federal  agencies. 

It  is  our  intention  to  inaugurate  a planting  program.  We  have  lost  many 
trees  since  the  hurricane.  Systematic  replacement  is  necessary  and  important. 
We  hope  to  begin  in  1947  a ten-year  replacement  plan,  adding  fifty  trees  each 
year.  The  many  benefits  to  the  city  are  obvious.

Dear  Sirs. 

I herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  activities  of  the  Electrical  Branch 
of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1946. 

New  boxes  were  installed  as  follows;  Box  421  in  the  property  of  Leach  & 
Garner  Company.  This  is  a privately  owned  box  and  connected  to  the  interior 
sprinkling  system.  Box  15  on  the  front  of  the  South  Attleboro  Fire  Station; 
Box  44  on  the  front  of  the  Central  Fire  Station,  and  a few  of  the  older  boxes  re- 
placed by  new  type  boxes.  A number  of  our  boxes  were  put  out  of  service  by 
automobile  accidents  and  were  either  repaired  or  replaced.  Also  Box  311  at 
Walton  & Lonsbury’s. 

The  wiring  in  the  U.  S.  O.  Building  taken  out  and  a new  underground  ser- 
vice installed  to  feed  the  Honor  Roll  on  the  Common.  New  lights  were  installed 
i n the  closets  in  the  second  floor  of  the  Central  Fire  Statiom 

On  August  10th,  Frank  N.  Hoyle,  Assistant  Electrician  of  the  department 
resigned  his  position  and  on  September  15th,  Harold  F.  Wellman  started  work 
as  instructed  by  the  Board. 

A Utility  Extension  ladder  was  purchased  and  mounted  on  the  department 
line  truck.  This  has  proved  to  be  a very  valuable  piece  of  equipment.  Seventy 
to  one  hundred  Underwriters’  Tests  were  made  on  the  various  factory  owned 
boxes  during  the  year.  All  boxes  in  the  system  were  given  monthly  tests  as 
required. 

Many  changes  were  made  in  our  outside  lines  in  cases  where  new  poles  were 
set  by  the  Utilities  or  in  conjunction  with  sidewalk  and  street  improvements. 

Along  the  lines  of  recommendations  we  would  suggest  that  in  the  future  we 
should  work  toward  the  elimination  of  all  of  the  older  types  of  boxes  that  are  at 
present  in  the  system  by  replacement  with  the  modern  type  of  fire  alarm  boxes. 
I he  old  boxes,  some  of  which  have  been  in  the  system  since  1886  are  not  reliable 
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and  are  too  complicated  in  their  operation.  Years  ago  these  boxes  were  insulated 
for  not  over  2300  volts  and  as  the  voltage  on  the  street  has  been  more  than  doubled 
we  have  considerable  difficulty  when  for  any  reason  our  lines  come  in  contact 
with  high-voltage  wires.  A sum  of  money  to  replace  these  boxes  for  a certain 
number  each  year  should  be  made  available  until  the  entire  amount  of  old  boxes 
has  been  totally  eliminated. 

The  line  truck  which  this  department  uses  was  purchased  in  1934  and  should 
be  replaced  in  the  near  future.  The  motor  and  booster  brakes  are  in  very  bad 
condition  and  should  be  renewed.  It  is  not  good  economy  to  spend  the  amount 
of  money  necessary  on  a chassis  of  that  age.  Would  also  recommend  at  this 
time  that  consideration  be  given  toward  installing  2-way  F.  M.  radio  in  two  of 
the  department  vehicles. 

Because  of  the  constant  growth  of  our  outside  lines  thought  should  be  given 
to  the  construction  of  a bu  lding  to  properly  house  the  fire  alarm  switchboards 
and  equipment  as  recommended  by  the  Fire  Underwriters  and  as  outlined  in 
the  six-year  plan.  Along  with  the  expansion  of  the  system  a new  man  should 
be  employed  as  a lineman  for  the  maintenance  of  our  outside  plant  and  to  'earn 
the  care  and  upkeep  of  the  system. 

In  conclusion,  we  wish  to  extend  our  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers, 
the  officers  and  men  of  the  Fire  Department  and  ali  other  City  Departments 
who  have  contributed  their  assistance  toward  the  operation  of  this  department.

I herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Wire  Inspection  Department  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1946. 

Eight  hundred  and  sixty-six  permits  have  been  issued  for  new  and  additional 
wiring  and  one  thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty-four  inspections  have  been  com- 
pleted. Nine  hundred  and  ninety-six  meter  permits  for  changes  and  one  thou- 
sand three  hundred  and  twenty-eight  re-inspections  have  been  made  during  the 


During  the  year  a large  number  of  new  factories  have  been  constructed  and 
numerous  electrical  installations  made  in  some  of  the  older  buildings.  Several 
contractors  and  electricians  have  been  apprehended  and  court  cases  have  fol- 
lowed for  improper  workmanship  and  other  violations  of  the  electrical  laws. 

At  this  time  I wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the  citizens  and  property  owners 
of  the  City  of  Attleboro  to  the  following: 

“Under  State  Law  and  City  Ordinance,  no  person  is  allowed  to  perform  any 
electrical  construction  work,  whether  original  work  or  alterations,  without  first 
obtaining  from  the  electrical  inspector  a written  permit  to  do  such  work  and  he 
must  be  licensed  by  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  of  Electricians  of  Massachu- 
setts.” The  use  of  extension  cords  and  unapproved  electrical  devices  should 
not  be  resorted  to  by  anyone  under  no  circumstances.  Any  one  doing  so  im- 
mediately exposes  his  property  and  life  to  all  types  of  hazardous  conditions. 
When  additional  wiring  is  needed  a reliable  electrician  should  be  called  in  at 


once.  t 

In  conclusion.  I wish  to  thank  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  the  Municipal  Council, 
members  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments  and  all  who  in  any  manner  contri- 
buted their  assistance  toward  the  operation  of  this  department  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1946.

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Honorable  Municipal  Council: 

Gentlemen: 

A brief  summary  of  some  of  the  work  accomplished  this  year  is  as  follows: 
34.^53  gallons  of  tar  and  33.924  gallons  of  asphalt  placed  on  our  streets;  over 
1340  feet  of  drainage  pipe  together  with  necessary  structures  was  installed;  5.109 
hthic  walks  and  172.9  square  yards  of  ashphalt  walks  were 
placed  by  contractors;  5,881  linear  feet  of  new  granite  curbing  was  set;  627  linear 
feet  of  granite  curbing  reset;  also  113  driveway  corners  set  by  contractors. 

Considerable  cable  guard  fence  and  concrete  posts  were  placed  this  year 
which  is  quite  an  improvement  and  provides  more  protection  to  the  public.  It 
should  be  noted  that  the  concrete  posts  are  made  by  our  own  force  in  inclement 
weather  during  the  winter  months.  It  is  the  aim  of  this  department  that  in 
time  all  wooden  guard  fencing  in  the  City  will  be  replaced  by  cable  guard  and 
concrete  posts.  . . 

We  mentioned  that  last  year  was  a peak  year  in  water  consumption  and 
revenue  received  from  same,  but  again  this  year  considerable  more  water  was 
used:  721.944.000  gallons  were  pumped  from  the  West  Street  Station,  the  daily 
average  being  1,975,463  gallons:  an  increase  in  consumption  over  1945  of  7.4%. 
17625  feet  of  new  water  pipe  extensions  were  placed  during  the  fiscal  yeqr.  Seven 
new  fire  sendees  were  installed,  37  service  replacements,  and  80  new  services 
placed,  showing  that  many  new  homes  have  been  built  this  year. 

In  the  late  Fall  Mr.  Edward  A.  Graustein,  Chief  Hydraulic  Engineer,  of 

su  ting  engineers  on  new  wate  s ly,  sub- 
mitted a preliminary  report  of  a long  range  plan  for  additional  water  supply. 
This  report  was  referred  to  the  Water  Committee  of  the  City  Council  and  it  is 
the  hope  of  this  Department  that  early  action  for  this  critical  need  will  be  taken 
by  this  body  in  1947. 

The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Health  has  very  strongly  urged  that  the 
City  take  steps  in  relieving  the  excessive  demands  at  the  Sewer  Beds  by  some  form 
of  sludge  tanks.  This  matter  was  also  referred  to  Thomas  Worcester  Inc.,  for 
report  and  a tentative  set  up  by  this  company  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Sanitation  and  Drainage  for  early  action  in  1*947. 

For  record  it  is  reported  that  the  Department  received  three  new  pieces  of 
equipment  this  year.  In  August  a new  •Elgin”  street  sweeper  was  delivered 
and  the  favorable  comments  by  the  public  on  our  cleaner  streets  proves  its  value. 
A Gar  W<x>d  Load-packer"  unit  mounted  on  new  “International”  truck  chassis 
was  received  in  the  early  Fall.  This  is  a rubbish  collecting  unit.  On  November 
4.  1946  the  City  started  its  first  rubbish  collection  and  the  remainder  of  the  year 
was  used  as  a trial  period  resulting  in  a fixed  annual  schedule  for  1947.  The 
printed  schedule,  and  rules  and  regulations  were  distributed  by  school  children 
and  through  various  stores  and  the  Department  is  most  grateful  to  these  two 
agencies.  It  is  quite  evident  that  the  citizens  of  Attleboro  are  much  pleased  by 
this  new  service  of  rubbish  collection.  In  December  a small  “Cletrac”  tractor 
w ith  a sidewalk  snow  plow  attachmerft  was  received.  Its  value  was  proven  in 
the  few  storms  that  occurred  this  season.  On  order  with  a promised  delivery  in 
1947  is  a s - ailed  ‘‘Elgin  Eductor”,  a catch-basin  cleaner.  This  equipment  we 
are  sure  will  be  of  great  value  for  this  type  of  work. 

This  Department  notes  with  regret  the  retirement  of  two  faithful  employees 
this  - r;  George  Cook  for  35  years  Chief  Engineer  at  the  Pumping  Station  and 
I. ,-eph  Gilmore  of  the  Highway  Division,  employed  by  the.  City  for  28  years.

The  care  and  maintenance  of  the  Pumping  Station  was  always  Mr.  Cook’s  first 
interest,  which  was  of  estimable  value  to  the  City.  Mr  Gilmore  first  came  to 
Attleboro  as  maintenance  man  for  the  A.  B.  C.  Electric  road  and  easily  and  effi- 
ciently fitted  into  other  general  work  after  this  road  was  abandoned.  We  feel 
the  loss  of  both  of  these  men  but  wish  them  much  enjoyment  in  their  retirement 
so  faithfully  earned. 

The  Statistical  records  follow. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  express  my  full  appreciation  to  His  Honor,  the  Mayor, 
the  members  of  the  Municipal  Council,  Department  Heads,  the  Press,  and  all 
members  of  the  Public  Works  Department  for  theif  co-operation.

I herewith  submit  my  report  as  .Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  for  the  year 
1946. 

This  department  cooperated  with  Federal  and  State  Departments  in  the 
reweighing  of  articles  purchased  at  various  times  in  many  local  stores  by  agents 
from  the  respective  departments.  Inspection  was  in  most  cases  for  quality  and 
in  others  quantity  and  weight. 

The  return  of  Veterans  from  World  War  II  makes  it  possible  for  many 
stores  and  gas  stations  closed  during  the  War  period  to  re-open  and  also  many 
new  stations  for  motorists  are  being  operated. 

In  addition  many  more  pedlars  of  bakery  products,  groceries  and  many  other 
articles  are  gradually  bringing  the  total  back  to  pre-war  basis. 

The  work  of  the  department  required  by  Law  was  carried  out  with  the  usual 
check-up  by  State  Inspector  Harney  on  various  times  during  the  year,  who  also 
visited  the  cit^  and  checked  the  heavy  capacity  scales  with  State  equipment 
which  is  appreciated  by  the  coal  dealers.
